Continuation of 1 1: Applicants' arguments (Applicants' Remarks, pages 6-9), filed Dec. 12, 2005, asserting that the references do not 
teach or suggest "adjusting a process recipe for an overetch step of the etch process using results of measuring the dimensions" are not 
persuasive. First, the Tao reference discloses the general concept of adjusting a process recipe for an etch process using the results of 
measuring dimensions (column 9, lines 11-15). Wolf I teaches that an overetch step, as specific type of etching, is commonly used for the 
complete removal of the etched film (page 523). Thus, proper motivation exists because one who is skilled in the art would be motivated 
for the complete removal of the film to be etched. The remaining references (Wolf IV, Streetman, Zhou, and Callister) were cited because 
they teach or suggest different claim limitations, as discussed in previous Office actions. 
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
